Though it took two motions, 
two votes and tie-breaking votes by 
the mayor, the proposed clock 
tower has found a definite home at 
the northeast corner of Main and 
Orchard streets. 

The initial motion was to 
.approve a resolution that said "if 
nothing unfavorable about that 
location was brought to light at the 
end of the Route 83 corridor study, 
"then" the location would be 
approved. Village attorney Bob 
Long said he had tried to rome up 
with the magic words th»: would 
settle the issue. 

' Trustee Mary Turner said it was 
insulting to the Clock Tower 
Committee. "They have come 
before this board several times," 
she said. "This is like patting them 
on the head and saying 'thank you.' 
I think it's all wrong." 

After the motion was made and 
approved, Trustee Scott Pierce said, 
"I asked for the motion to be the 



same as the last meeting. We 
approved the minutes' of that meet- 
ing and that was very clear." 

To Mayor Taso Maravelas, who 
broke the tie accepting the motion 
that Pierce claimed accomplished 
nothing, Pierce said, "You implored 
us last week to be done with this." 

Pierce made a second motion 
changing one section of the resolu- 
tion and deleting another to bring it 
in alignment with the previous 
week's motion. Maravelas broke 
the tie on this vote as well. He was 
the only voting member to have a 
change of heart and swap sides on 
the issue. 

Trustee Bob Caulfield said, 
"When I hear the word 'insulting' 
brought up, that's what I think of 
with regard to our village planner 
(whose opinion is that the location 
should not be solidified until after 
the corridor study), and to the vil- 
lage board for commissioning a 
study and then not waiting for it." 

Roland Schleusener, head of 
the Clock Tower Committee, said 
he had hoped the vote would be 



unanimous in favor of giving the 
project a definite home. 

Those who voted against it, 
Caulfield along with Trustee 
Barbara Porch and Larry Hanson, 
all clarified that they are not against 
the project but that the timing is 
wrong in deciding the clock tower's 
home. 

Members of the committee said 
lack of location was thwarting 
efforts to raise money to build the 
tower, projected to cost $200- 
250,000. The goal in selecting this 
location is to have a spot that will 
show off the clock tower and make 
it accessible to those interested in 
seeing it. 

The 50-foot tower will house a 
clock that will be electrically wound 
and will have two bells. The hourly 
bell would be louder and ring at the 
top of the clock, and quarter hours 
would be both lower in tone and 
ring from a lower position. The 
clock itself is an original Seth 
Thomas from 1917, and would 
account for about $50,000 of, the 
project's total cost.

After the Route 173 crossing 
reopens, the work will move south 
to the Grimm Road crossing. 
Detour routes are posted. ■ 

Mitzi Chriss.CAD operator and 
inspector with the village, previous- 
ly said, "We're not allowing them to 
close more than one crossing at a 
time.

Two, awards have been 
bestowed upon the Lakes Region 
, Historical'- Society (LRHS) by the 
Illinois Association of Museums. 
Both awards are tied into the work 
the society has done in restoring 
Antioch 's oldest standing building, 
now called the Meeting House. 

Project manager and current 
Vice President Earl Beese said the 
first award, an award of excellence, 
was for the building restoration 
itself and the second award, an 
award of merit, was for a photo- 
graphic exhibit of the process of 
rehabilitating the building. 

The Meeting House is located 
on Main Street south of Lake Street 
and can be seen by anyone driving 
through the village. The photo- 
graphic exhibit "Progress Display - 
1863 Restoration Project" is on dis- 
play inside the Meeting House. 

."This is rather prestigious," he 
said. "It's quite a feather in the cap 
of the society to have received 
these awards." 

The application for considera- 



tion was a project in and of itself 
with a binder full of information 
including a mission statement, 
institutional budget, project bud- 
get, background of the society as 
well as a narrative of goals, plan- 
ning, implementation, evaluation. 
The final touch: all the supporting 
documentation. 

Beese said the Illinois 
Association of Museums, that 
includes well over 300 museums, 
judges projects on professional- 
ism, outstanding work quality and 
the pertinence of the project to the 
museum and the area. 

"We're in very good company," 
he said. "There were 12 awards of 
excellence presented and many of 
these were to much larger organi- 
zations than ours including the 
University Museum (of Southern 
Illinois University)." 

Beese directed the two-year 
project to return the church to its 
former glory. The building was 
constructed in 1862 and was built 
to be the permanent home for the 
Disciples of Christ. 

These two awards are the cul- 
mination of those efforts. 



The historical society made the 
decision to restore the church not 
only because of its age, but also 
because of its importance to the 

The Village of Antioch was 
incorporated in 1892, but 50 years 
prior there were nine log houses 
owned by families many of which 
are still prominent in the area: 
Stevens, Shepard, Gage, Simons, 
Warner, Ingalls, Rinear, Person 
and Simmons. 

According to "History of the 
Disciples in Illinois 1819-1914" by 
Nathaniel S. Haynes, The name 
Gageville was initially given to the 
village that was renamed Antioch 
years afterward. 

Previously, Ainsley 

Wonderling, museum director, 
said, "The Disciples of Christ were 
first referred to as 'Christians' in 
Antioch, Syria, a city on the 
Orontes River in southern Turkey. 
That's why this town is named 
what it is."

Sheriff's office offers 
tips for safe 




Lake County Sheriff Gary Del Re 
announced the Sheriffs Office Highway Patrol 
Division will be intensifying their patrol efforts 
over the upcoming Halloween weekend, 
including Saturday and Sunday, Nov. 1 and 2. 

"Typically, the Sheriff s Office experiences 
an increase in vandalism and suspicious per- 
sons calls during the Halloween weekend," Del 
Re said. 

With Halloween falling on a Friday this 
year, an increase in such calls is anticipated on 
both Friday and Saturday evening. 
Accordingly, the increased patrols will be con- 
centrated in areas where the most calls have 
occurred in the past. There will.be patrols of 
these specific areas plus random patrols as 
needed. 

"The increased police presence in poten- 
tial high incident areas and subdivisions will 
hopefully act as a deterrent to those people 
entertaining, thoughts of wrongdoing on a 
weekend which should be safe and fun for 
everyone," Del Re said. 

The Sheriffs Office offers parents and chil- 
dren a few tips to enhance safety during trick- 
or-treating: 

•Make sure children look both ways before 
crossing a street. 

•Be cautious of strangers. Advise children 
never to go inside a stranger's residence while 
trick-or-treating, or at any time. 
•Suggest that children travel in groups and 
visit homes together. Adult supervision is 
highly recommended. 

•Make certain children know their home tele- 
phone numbers and addresses. 
•Put reflective tape on costumes for better vis- 
ibility after dark. 

•Arrange a trick-or-treat route for your chil- 
dren *and stick to it. 
Instruct children to remain in well-lit areas 

•Buy or make flame-resistant costumes. 



•Make certain that costumes allow proper ven- 
tilation and do not obstruct your child's field of 
vision. 

•Instead of masks, use face paint. 
•Instruct children to stay on sidewalks and dri- 
veways, not in streets and yards. 
•Provide your child with a flashlight for extra 
illumination. 

•Make certain your children understand that 
they should refrain from eating candy and 
other treats until a parent or other responsible 
adult can inspect them for signs of tampering. 

In addition to the safety tips .and stepped 
up patrol operation, Sheriff Del Re is inviting 
parents to have Halloween candy collected by 
their children checked for safety before being 
consumed. This invitation has been extended 
to anyone who may have concerns about edi- 
ble treats received by children while trick or 
treating. 

"In the past, the Sheriffs Office has 
received occasional reports of materials hav- 
ing been inserted or placed into candy or other 
items received by children as Halloween 
treats," Del Re said. "To help allay these con- 
cerns and to reduce the risk of a child ingesting 
something potentially harmful, we have decid- 
ed to give parents and guardians this opportu- 
nity." 

The candy check will be offered on 
Saturday and Sunday, Nov. 1 and 2, from 8:30 
a.m.-to 12:30 p.m. This is to accommodate res- 
idents of towns with varying trick-or-treat 
hours.

Lake management 

As president of the Sand Lake Property 
Owners Association. (SLPOA) I wish to thank 
Lakeland Newspapers for the interest your 
series of articles has generated in our lake 
management issues and I'd like to respond to, 
and clarify, a few points. 

Ours is a voluntary organization whose 
sole purpose is the responsible care, mainte- - 
nance, and safety of Sand Lake for the benefit 
of ail who use it. These are public waters, with 
a township beach, and launch ramp accessible 
to boaters and fishing via purchase of a key 
sold by Lake Villa Township. Those key fees, 
shared with Sand and Miltmore lakes, plus our 
voluntary membership dues, are the primary 
source of funds for our efforts. 

The object of the "Weed Wars" is Eurasian 
Water MUM (EWM), an invasive; lake-chok- 
ing species from the other side of our planet. 
The majority of bur residents and members 
want our funds to go toward its control, allow- 
ing the return of natural vegetation and the 
recreational opportunities we planned to 
enjoy when we moved here, whether that 
move was four months or four decades ago. 

Regarding the treatment of our lake, no 
one in our association wants to "burn" Sand 
Lake with harmful, "draconian" chemical 
treatments. In fact, me fluridone treatment to 
which this comment referred was an idea 
brought to us by the Lake County Lakes 
Management Dept., which is the most trusted 
source of lake management methods. The 
idea is to do this treatment late in the year, 
when EWM is still active, but the natural "good 
weeds" are dormant, and thus should not be 
cleared by such an application. 

In regard to fund-raising, we have done 
fund raising for the EWM Weevil project to buy 
thousands of bugs that were to eat the EWM. 
The money needed for the project came 
roughly from 60 percent in donations/dues, 25 
percent from key fees, and 15 percent from 
other fund raising. When past members of 
SLPOA discuss how they did lots of fund rais-

ing, I hope they would bring their calendars to 
volunteer their time to help, arid/or their 
checkbooks to donate to lake care projects. We 
will listen to ideas from members and non- 
members at our meetings, and we invite 
everyone's input. However, as a volunteer 
organization, it should be understood that 
without willingness to participate in ideas, 
they are not likely to be implemented. 

The weevil project placed the majority of 
the weevils near the Forest Preserve, which 
has a natural shoreline. Even this did not lead 
to repopulating in future years, and this year 
that shore was socked in with EWM. We have 
since learned that, although some lakes have 
natural weevil populations, transplanting has 
very rarely been successful, and we must sadly 
write qff that option as a noble and expensive 
failed experiment, and move on. : • J - . L 

The problem with which we have to deal is 
our members see our recent plans of minimal 
herbicide treatment to control small areas of 
EWM, and long term planting of good weeds, 
as not achieving their goals. Thus, some do hot 
rejoin, and key sales dwindle/eroding the 
funding available for effective projects. ' 

Trie final article cited one bottom owner as 
saying she "sent in her $20 every year for 
taxes". Their total annual tax bill for the bot- 
tom is only a few hundred dollars, none of 
which goes to care of the lake. Our members 
pay $200 every year ($150 ; dues plus $50 
launch fee), all of which does go to such 
efforts. 

On the positive side, our most recent nego- 
tiations did provide some progress toward 
improving lake access this year, but much 
needs to be done. We hope to continue,, and 
expand, cooperative efforts between SLPOA, 
Lake County Lakes Management, Lake'VUla 
Township, and those who own the majority of 
the bottom of the lake, in hopes that we can 
together best manage this unique resource.

Albers. 

Parents of cross-country runners staffed 
the concession stands at the huge North 
Suburban Conference and regional meets 
hosted by LHS at Adler Park. 

The Yarc family provides beef products at 
the LHS night football games. "When we went 
to lights three years ago, we wanted to offer 
something more substantial than nachos and 

candy," he said. 

The parents groups all help pay for team 

meals, sometimes at their homes, other times 
at LHS. 

Albers said LHS would be installing a new 
track and irrigation system as soon as football 
season is over. Track meets will be at sister 
school, Vernon Hills, next spring.

[ or that master of comedy, Mel Brooks, 
there are no sacred cows, and when he 
mines the laughs he always goes for the 
jugular. Would you expect anything dif- 
ferent? 

"The Producers," a Brooks film-turned- 
musical, epitomizes his comic, if politically 
incorrect, genius. It's wacky and it's fun. . 

We missed it when a pre-Broadway show 
played Chicago in February 2001. But now it's . 
back for a six-week run at the Oriental Theatre; 
and we can happily report that this touring ■ 
company, which includes many from the origi- 
nal cast, does an terrific job. 

The musical comedy closely follows 
Brooks' 1968 movie. Set in 1959 in New York, 
it's the story of an indefatigable theatrical pro- 
ducer whose latest effort - as so many of its 
predecessors - has just flopped on Broadway. 

Max Bialystock, the wheeler-dealer pro- 
ducer (Brad Oscar, very solid in this high-ener- 
gy role), suddenly sees opportunity in defeat. 
Heteams up with Leo Bloom, his pliant 
accountant (played with maximum hysteria by 
Andy Taylor, still clutching a remnant of his 
baby blanket for comfort) on a shady but sup- 
posedly "sure-fire" get-rich scheme. All they 
have to do is find a play to produce that's so 
bad that its opening and closing night will be 
one and the same. Then they can take the 
money raised from investors and split to Rio. 

Their vehicle turned out to be "Springtime 
for Hitler," a tasteless, cheesy play celebrating 
the "hotsy-totsy Nazi's" artistic side and, as 
Max put it, "certain to offend all races, creeds 
and religions." Peter Samuel's portrayal of the 
warped playwright Franz Liebkind is priceless. 

For a receptionist/actress, Max and Leo

move on to hire Ulla (Ida Leigh Curtis, a nice 
combination of good looks, comic flare and 
vocal firepower), a Swedish cutie who does 
more than dress up the office. They also tap the 
"worst" director they can find, one who is 
inclined to put a gay spin on every production 
he handles (good work by Stuart Marland and 
his right-hand man, Rich Affannato, singing 
"Keep It Gay"). 

The ever-changing sets and sumptuous 
costumes reflect high production values and a 
substantial budget. Susan Stroman gets credit 
for the thoroughly creative direction and 
choreography. One of the funniest scenes takes 
' place in Little Old Lady Land, where Leo toys 
with the affections and fantasies of would-be 
investors. Here, the ensemble's showgirls don 
gray wigs, black pocketbooks and stainless- 



steel walkers for their big tap dance number. 

In the end, of course, the public loves their 
goofy satire. Leo winds up in die slammer, but 
his partner in crime comes to the rescue.

New legislation benefits area schools

County officials have been, 
working on ways to increase parity 
between municipalities and county 
government when it comes to 
school funding. 

They have' been seeking an 
amendment to the county code to 
allow the county to purchase land and 
infrastnicture coming out of develop- 
ments for the benefit of schools. 

A school site improvement 
amendment was passed into law 
this summer that eliminates dollar 



amounts developers are required to 
pay in impact fees for schools, 

Officials can negotiate with 
developers who want, to build in 
their communities not. only money 
for land for schools, but; infrastruc- 
ture as well. 

Previously, developers were 
required to pay for any future land 
necessary for school usage. If a 
school didn't need that land, they 
couldn't collect any fees from devel- 
opers. If land purchased by a devel- 
oper for a school wasn't used within 
10 years, that money had to be 
returned to the developer. 



The new law enables communi- 
ties to affect an impact fee not only 
for land but for infrastructure as well. 

"To build a classroom, build a ; 
parking lot/a gymnasium, anything 
that will be used for that education- 
al facility," said Bonnie Thomson 
Carter (R-Irigleside). 

"This really opens up the door 
and what's really significant is that 
there is no dollar limit," she said. 

Thomson encouraged board 
members to contact schools in their 
districts about passing resolutions 
that are up-to-date on what the 
infrastructure cost is for students.

rage invites 



Sedate suburbia can deal with many modern day faults 
and imperfections (crowded classrooms and traffic grid- 
lock come to mind), but train whistles isn't one of them. 
There's nothing like a horn-happy engineer or late night 
whistle blowing to raise the hackles. 

^ Because of an abundance of jail systems serving this locality 
the subject of train whistles regularly shoulders its way on to the 
public agenda: Officials of Murldelein have refused to knuckle 
under, choosing to turn a curse into a cause. The result has 
been installation of an experimental automated warning system 
designed to minimize annoying train whistles. The project has 
attracted national attention. The ; system employs directional 
horns designed to minimize or eliminate the annoyance to 
neighbors. 

An official 16 month study of the innovative system being 
conducted by the Illinois Commerce Commission comes to'an 
. end Saturday, Oct.25. The date is significant because that's the 
day officials of Canadian National Railway say they will start 
sounding whisdes again. Canadian National is the company 
that owns the tracks running diagonally through Lake County 
from south to north and the line the provides trackage for the 
North Central rail commuter system running north to Antioch 
Grove 80 serves Lake Villa, Grayslake, Dbertyville and Buffalo 

Canadian National also is the line that operates increasingly 
long freights that block crossings for agonizingly long periods 
In an effort to keep the freights rolling, Mundelein police have 
been ticketing stalled trains. Ticket activity has totalled more 
than $70,000 in the past year. ; 

The railway has threatened to sound the horns with gusto 
and glee if the citations (perfecdy legal understate law), aren't 
stopped. Trustee Ray Semple describes the response as "extor- 
tion." Railroad officials regard the resumption of whistle tooting 
as "business as usual." Safety reasons, you know. 

As the deadline approached, no one was predicting ah out- 
come. An international incident could result given that the rail- 
road is a foreign company. Maybe the U.S. State Dept. ought to 
be summoned. 

A few years ago, we took no little ridicule for framing train 
whistle blowing as part of the natural order of things. Dogs bark, 
cats meow and train whistles blow. Phooey, responded 
Mundelein officials. And they had representatives of Libertyville 
and Vernon Hills to back them up. 

We don't pretend to have an answer for the Mundelein- 
Canadian National stand off! While the subject of train whistles 
is on the front burner again, could somebody do something 
about the freight engineer who runs tjie Metra tracks about 
midnight?

Now, how can that be? How many 
times have we been told that we 
need to cut down on the milk and 
cheese if we want to lose weight? 
Well, here we are again— faced with having 
. to revise our way of thinking about not only 
what is healthy to eat, but what foods help to 
keep off those extra pounds. 

Just ask Creightori University professor, 
physician and biomedical scientist, Robert P. 
Heaney. Just a few weeks ago, he stood 
before the U.S. House of Representatives 
Committee on Education and the Workforce - 
to urge our government's continued support 
for milk in school lunch programs. He 
describes milk which " packs an amazing 
variety of nutrients— calcium, vitamin D, . 
phosphorus, protein, potassium, magne- '- 
sium, as well as riboflavin, and a host of. 
other vitamins.— as nature's most perfect 
food." According to Dr. Heaney, the objec- 
tions one sometimes hears against rriilk are 
"scientifically groundless," and that there are 
"no substitutes for dairy foods if we are to 
meet the nutritional needs of our school age . 
children." 

I called Dr. Heaney last week to ask him 
about calcium, one of the essential nutrients 
found in dairy products and calcium's role in 
controlling obesity. We've known for a long 
time about the importance of calcium in the 
development of a strong skeleton. We've 
also come to recognize its necessity in reduc- 
ing the risk or severity of hypertension and 
cardiovascular disease, osteoporosis, even 
colorectal cancer and diabetes! More recent- 
ly, there is a growing body of evidence that . 
calcium intake can help reduce the growing 
problem in this country of obesity and aid 
efforts to lose weight. 

Sounds good to me. I've always had a 
love affair with milk and cheese. So would 
eating more of it help me lose more weight? 
I do know the older I get, the harder it is to 
get rid of that last stubborn 10 pounds. So 
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the first.thing I had to ask him concerned the 
relationship of weight gain in women over 40 
and calcium deficiency. If we took in more 
calcium would this not only help to combat 
osteoporosis,- but would it help prevent us 
from getting fat? 

• Funny I should ask. Heaney actually \ 
studied weight change in two groups of 
women.oyer a 20-year period. On me aver- 
age, he found a 1/4 to 1/2 pound a year weight 
gain forwomeri i between theages of 40-60. 
What he discovered is that there is an inverse 
relationship between weight gain and calci- 
um intake. That means for women who con- 
sumed more calcium, the less of a weight 
gain. The lesser the calcium intake, the more 
they were.likely to pack on the pounds. ; 

How and why is this? Heaney explained 
that low calcium levels in the body send a 
kind of message to the fat cells that tells them 
to store fat. This is also the case according to 
nutrition researcher, Michael Zemel who 
chairs the nutrition department at the 
University of Tennessee. He has found that 
milk rums down the tendency of fat cells to 
, store calories and increases the amount used 
as body heat. Zemel says a hard cheese like 
cheddar and even high fat yogurt will do the 
same thing. 

. Purdue University researchers, Connie 
Weaver and Dorothy Teegarden's findings 
were similar. While they studied women 
between the ages of 18 and 31 in order to ; 
research what effect exercise on bone health, 
what they discovered was that women who 
ate a diet rich in mild, cheese arid yogurt, lost 
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■weight or maintained their weight while oth- 
ers whose diet was void orate less dairy 
products gained weight. They found that 
women who consumed at least 1,000 mil- 
ligrams per day reap the most benefits. 
Heaney recommends 1,000 mg. a day for 
women up to age 50/ and 1,200 mg. daily 
thereafter. ; - \ r. - 

Calcium to help avert obesity is also true 
for men. Zemel found that by adding two: .... 
cups of yogurt to' the daily eating regimen for 
obese men with hypertension, not only did 
their blood pressure go down, but so did v. 
their weight: Over a year, the average weight 
losswas 11 pounds. ' ;; 

Now, what about calcium supplements? 
.- JDb they work as well? Zemel and.his 
researchers concluded that dietary calcium 
in the form of dairy products had a greater, 
effect on reducing fat storage than a calcium 
supplement. . Purdue University's research 
found that women in their study who 
obtained their calcium from dairy sources 
showed more of the weight control benefits 
•than did those who used nondairy sources 
, such as green leafy vegetables, riuts or calci- 
um supplements. 

Why is this— that the consumption of 
dairy products works, better than taking cal- 
cium nutraceuticals? . According to Dr.- 
Heaney, there is something in milk and milk 
products, and we don't know what it is, that 
in addition to calcium stimulates weight loss. 

So does this mean that you can eat lots 
of cheese and other calcium-rich dairy prod- 
ucts and loose lots of weight? Not necessari- 
ly so. You still have to watch your caloric . 
intake and get plenty of exercise. Researcher 
and Professor Bachel NovOtny, Ph;D., R.D., 
in the department of human nutrition, food 
and animal sciences at the University of \ 

Hawaii at Manoa says the calcium /weight '■ 
findings shouldn't be interpreted as an , ■ . " 
excuse to eat these rich dairy products in the 
hopes of stimulating weight loss. The bolvi 
torn line is still calorie consumption^ howev- 
er, when more of the calories come frbmcal- 
cium-rich foods, there is lower weight and 
lower body fat. |^ 

The winning formula then— as always, 
cut the calories, exercise more, and now, 
"got milk?"

I saw your column last week and 
thought there was something more you 
might address. I have these thoughts 
because we also have a neighbor who 
has a child like the one you wrote about 
who was getting away with more because 
of a disability, but tills is much worse. 
The little girl next door to us is the rudest 
thing I have ever come across, Even to 
adults she doesn't know. She verbally ' 
jumps on her mother in a nasty way, way 
too often, while her mother is trying to 
speak to other people. The aggravating 
part is that this Md has been diagnosed 
with sensory integration and attention 
j deficit and therefore, her parents do not 
put a stop to anything she does. They 
have also seen to It mat her ivOrk in 
school has been limited and no one. 
there is allowed to even remotely disci- 
pline her. You can imagine how that 
goes. It's as though they feel sorry for her 
and therefore, do not even stop her 
hasty mouth when it is aimed at them. 
She is getting more and more rude as 
she gets older and it is just aggravating 
to watch. I have kids too and I discipline 
them all the time. It is important to do 
that Unfortunately, they see her getting 
awaywith everything and try to chal- 
lenge me based on her "being allowed to 
be that way." I cannot even imagine 
telling someone else not to stop then* 
bad behavior. I guess I cannot under- 
stand how any parent can let behavior 
like this go! Please help me understand 
Uiis.G.R. 

HiG;R., 

I want to explain how this happens and 
also tell you a little bit about why it is so wrong 
for any parent to approach a" "diagnosed" 
„ child that way. I too have had lots and lots of 
kids in my office who have been diagnosed- 
with SI (sensory integration problems), BD 
. (behavior disorder), LQ (learning disability), 
ADHD (attention deficit hyperactivity disor- 
der), etc. There are so many different ones 
today, you have to knowyour alphabet pretty 
well! Iha've also seen parents back down and 
backoff from kids who have these symptoms 
and problems. I understand why they do it, 
which Twill, explain in a minute, but I do not 
.agree with anyone doing it that way. I believe . 
it is horrendoUsly bad and dangerous for the 
child and parents when anyone backs away 
from discipline and/or work based on a diag- 
nosis. .'..-. 

. You have to understand that when a child 
is diagnosed with some condition, three 
things happen immediately First, the child 
sees him or herself differently. Kids see them- 
selves as damaged somehow when they get 
these labels. Because these labels are present- 
ed as lifelong and something inherent about 
the child, these kids do take to heart that this 
is a permanent and crippling state of affairs! 
The second thing that happens is that parents 
see their kids differently after one of those 
labels gets placed.^Now, the parents see that 
child as fragile and breakable and needing to 
be protected and handled carefully. So t now . 
parents start to backoff of. yelling, discipline, 
and everything else that could be construed as 
being "mean." Also, what happens nqwis the 
lessening of any work difficulty. Parents and 
teachers both see to it that work load and diffi- 
culty level is decreased to make the stress less 
on the already, "burdened" child. Even though 
it may be easy for you to get angry at parents 
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and teachers for doing this, you have to. 
understand that they feelthey are doing it in 
the best interest of the child and because they 
care about the c)iild. I feel it is my job to let 
■ . them know, gently that this is not in the best 
interest of any child. The third thing that hap- 
pens is the saddest of all and is the sum total 
of the other two I mentioned. The child, who 
is now labeled and free of any real discipline 
and free of any work or frustration, i now 
begins to believe that the rest of life will be 
equally as easy and the other people they 
meet will treat them with the same careful ' 
treatment that well-meaning parents and 
teachers have all along. This is when the fire- '. 
works really start to fly. I believe these kids get 
, set up to be "crippled" all along, once that . 
label has been placed. The really aggravating 
thing for me is that it does not have to be that 
way. These symptoms are easily eradicated in 
most cases. I had a mom in my "office the 
other day who put it beautifully and if I could 
get every parent on this planet thinking like 
she does, I believe we would virtually see an 
end to these horrible labels and diagnoses. 
She said, "I jaibw I am not popular wheii I use 
discipline with my child, but I don't care how 
he sees me. It is my job to train him right, not 
to be his friend or to be popular with him." 
She wanted every bit of behavior changing 
information I could train her in! Because of - 
that viewpoint, that kid will make it just fine. 
And trust me, this mom has plenty she could 
feel sorry for him about. He has been labeled 
. and held back in school, so this mom could 
have reasons to feel sorry for him and fall prey ' 
to that seductive pain and feeling sorry that 
other parents do fall prey to every day in our 
country. 

Don't get me wrong! I do believe in the 
symptoms of all of the disorders I mentioned 
above. Where I differ from other professionals 
and most of the books out there is that I do 
not believe in the labeling process and I also 
don't tielieve in backing down from wort, dis- 
..; cipline and reality responses toward these 
•~ kids because of a weakness they have. Instead 
of backing off, I believe in helping to support- 
iyely push them through the tough stuff to 
help them learn to cope with it and get past it. 
I believe in building up those weaknesses 
through sheer will; And it does work. If you 
repetitively train. the opposite of the symptom . 
through practice, you have a whole different 
kid on the other side. I know this works 
because each time I see one of these kids who 
' has been labeled with one of these supposed- 
ly "life-long; permanent, .unfixable, character 
based" problems, I eradicate symptoms com- 
pletely, just by practicing the opposite habits. . 
Just remember, if something never gets prac- 
ticed right, it never works right These kids are 
never truly getting the chance to practice their 
weak skills right, because adults are rushing in 
to take away the practice, in the interest of 
making these kids moire comfortable. These 
kids who are getting less work and less stress 
and less distraction because of their "disabili- 
ty" or "sensory issues" are never getting to 
practice the tough stuff, so they never get 
good at it. One other thing that is very impor-

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tant is to make the kids keep working right 
! through their frustration. I know: this is not :' 
always easy, so I train parents in how to keep 
their kids going even when they^et upset and 
also how to control their kid's behavior during 
that frustration so these kids can ultimately 
learn how to deal with their own frustration 
and still be successful in spite of it. This is 
; imperative to do. these kids who are allowed 
to stop every time they get frustrated learn to 
just walkaway from hard stuff. This ends up 
looking a lot like a distractibility problem even 
when it might not be. these contrived, set up, 
situations in which frustration never comes 
are horribly bad for the child. Not only do they 
never challenge the child's brain, but they also 
""give these kids a very false picture of what'it is 
'. like to work. It won't stay frustration-less as 
life goes on and if they are not equipped to 
handle frustration effectively, someday they 
will crash and. burn. You want to talk about 
bad feelings in parents. That is when the real 
pain truly starts and then it is too late to do 
anything about it. Watching an adult "child" 



who cannot handle anything because they 
never got the chance to take it on when they 
were in their parent's loving care. That is truly 
heartbreaking and I have seen it many times. 
When they are little or young you have plenty 
you can do about it. If they never practice, 
they never learn to change it and will always 
react the same unhealthy way. 

If we give it up because it hurts or because 
it's hard or because we are acting out about it, 
we will never get it. We will ultimately become 
the weakness we have not practiced.
